TURKEY’S INDEPENDENCE 


Since the beginning of this war, 
said Mr. Eden, Turkey has rendered 
a great service to our cause by her 
policy of independence. The import- 
ance of her zé/e asa bulwark 
further aggression in the Middie East 
is obvious, and I am sure that loyalty 
to their alliance with this country is, 
as ever, the basis of the Turkish 
Government’s foreign policy.“ 

He denied malicious reports” of

complete agreement with the policy of 
sending help to Greece. He told of re- 

eated efforts to warn the Yugoslav

In the early days of February, 
he said, the British Government's view 
of the German plan for the early spring 
aign was that, thew intended to 
overrun the Balkans without firing a 
shot and secure their communications 
intact, in order to further their next 
stage of attack against our position in 
the Eastern Mediterranean. There was 
no doubt a subsidiary purpose in this 
plan to bring help to the Italian lies, 
whose war was not going any too well 
in Albania. Hitler — described how 
well the Italians did, and had con- 
gratulated them on weakening Greece. 
‘Forty-five millions weakening 
seven! exclaimed Mr. Eden. I do not 
suppose that ever a more insulting 
tribute had been conveyed to any ally. 
As we watched that Greek campaign 
in Albania we must have thought, to 
araphrase the words of the Prime 
Minister, never was so much sur- 
rendered by so many to so few.’ ”’ 
Mr. Eden recalled that on the same 
day as Benghazi was captured there 
| reached the Government a Note from 
Greece confirming her determination to 
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resist the German aggression, and ask- 


ing what help we could give, and the 
condition in which we would give it. 
It was not a cry for help~—the Greeks 
had never cried for help. It was then 
decided to halt the Libyan advance at 
Benghazi, and he and the Chief of the 
Imperial General Staff set out on their 
mission. 

““ Neither of us had the Jeast doubt of 
the odds against the full success of our 
mission, said Mr. Eden. We knew 
perfectly weil that the “German plans 


were far advanced; we knew how great 


was their material, but we still thought 
we should have been to blame if we had 
not made the attempt.” With the 
collapse of France, our position in the 
Middle East was very serious, and the 
Prime Minister took great risks to 
reinforce our army there, and it was as 
a result of the risks then taken that we 
were able to secure such brilliant 
successes, Since then we had maintained 
a continuous stream of men and 
material to the Middle East. 


SPIRIT OF GREECE 


On arrival in Cairo they found the 
three Commanders-in-Chief were in com- 
plete agreement with the policy to aid 
Greece, and preparations were already 
in hand. He mentioned that to dispel 
the reports of disagreément, adding :— 
“I cannot help 1 that many of 
us have felt that perhaps Goebbels 
might be left to do fhis work for him- 
self.“ 

Referring to his talks at Athens, Mr. 
Eden said: — Neither the King nor his 
Goverument nor the people flinched or 
faltered, and nothing, IE” is more 
characteristic of their spirit than as the 
reeted our troops on their arrival with 
oe, so they greeted those who left 
at the end with flowers. We are fight- 
ing, not for gain, but for causes, and 
Greece is the embodiment of those 
causes. [ believe that had we not gone 
to her help we could never raise our 
heads again. From Greece ihere has 
been no repining and no ecr:mina- 
tions. She knows she has to live 
through an unhappy interlude until 
she regains her freedom, and it is our

YUGOSLAVIA AND IRAQ 


Of Yugoslavia, Mr. 
Had the Government that preceded 
the coup d’état as clearly understood 
their country’s real interest as did the 
Government of General Simovitch, the 
whole story might have been different, 
but none of these things can detract 
from the courage of the decision which 
the Yugoslav people eventually took. 
We have pledged ourselves to re- 
deem Yugoslavia’s independence, and 
that pledge will be honoured. 

After referring to his talks with 
Turkish statesmen, and his impression 
of their loyal friendship, Mr. Eden 
turned to the position in Iraq. 

Britain was grateful for the offer of 
good offices by the Turkish and 
Egyptian Governments, he said, but 
the first, requisite was the withdrawal 
of troops from Habbaniyah and the 
cessation of fighting, and then we 
would be prepared to discuss the ful- 
filment of treaty rights; which we were 
in all circumstances determined to 
maintain. 


BRITISH PRISONERS 


ESCAPE 


After warning the Arabs that Axis 
rule would mean an end of their 
liberties, Mr. Eden ended with a plea 
for more ships and munitions of war, 
which, he said, must be the domina- 
ting need, because every move in the 
diplomatic field was conditioned by 
their military structure. 

There were cheers and laughter when 
he told of two British prisoners of war 
who had escaped from a camp in East 
Prussia, and travelled through Poland, 


Hungary and Yugoslavia, to Athens, 
although they could only speak Eng- 
lish, and were now with their units 


in Egypt. 

„That journey was not only a fine 
feat by the men themselves,” said 
Mr. Eden, “ but it was only made 
possible because in each of those 
countries there are thousands, nay, 
millions, of people longing for an 
asa to help a British victory.

THE MOTION 


The House was considering a motion 
calling upon the Government, to grant 
permission to a percentage number of 
the officers, non-commissioned officers 
and constables of the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary to be seconded to mili- 
tary service for the luration of the 
war, a motion which was defeated. 

Mr. Beattie, who moved the motion, 
said that Britain was ing essential 
men from industry, recruiting her 
women power to augment her fighting 
forces, while ths Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary stood one hundred per cent. 
strong. They could spare fifteen per 
cent. of their men, he said, without 
injury to their home defence. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon said that 
in this war there was no difference 
between any of the services, because 
the whole population was in the front 
line. He thought it would be a dis- 
service to the State to remove the 
police from their present service. 

The Minister ot Public Security 
Mr. J. C. MacDermott, K. C.), reply- 
ing, said that the war was not being 
fought by the armed forces only. The 
home front had also to be strong and 
defended. from Fifth Columnists.. A 
strong police force in Northern Ire- 
land was more important than in Great 
Britain.

Motoring 


The World’s Automobiles 


By HAROLD C. BROWN 


OSTAL communication is not 
what it used to be; I have just 
é received my 1940 edition of 
Automobile Facts and Figures, an 
engrossing magazine of statistical 
information published by the Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers’ Association of 
the U.S.A. As usual, it contains a 
certain amount of information relating 
to world motoring and the 1940 
registration figures that it quotes may 
be the last returns of so complete « 
type that will be available till the war 
ends. 
“Between 1930 and 1939, it 
world registrations increased by 22.5 per 
cent., from 35.771.291 to 43,810,946. The 
countries with the biggest proportionate 
increases were :— 
U.S. S. R. ! to 
Germany ' to 
South Africa : to 
Morocco (Fr.) ; to 


Columbia i 3 10 
Norway : fo 906,87 


Northern Ireland ... to 51.819 
Those were the only countries in which 
the increase was over 90 per cent. 


In Great Britain the increase was 
from 1,502,237 to 2,558,740, or 70.3 per 
rent. and in Eire it was from 48,400 to 
64.840, or 34 per cent. 

On 1st January, 1940, the number of 
motor vehicles registered in the world 
was 45,027,000, an increase of 4 per 
cent. over 1939. Of the total, 68 per 
cent. was in the United States, where 
there was a motor to every four of the 
population. In the United Kingdom 
(apparently including Northern Ireland) 
there was a motor to every nineteen 
persons, and in Eire there was one to 
every 44 persons. After the U.S.A. 
the greatest motoring countries were 
New Zealand and the Hawaiian Islands, 
with a car for every six people; Aus- 
tralia and Canada, with a car for every 
eight, and Monaco, with a car for 
every twelve. In Liberia there were 
12,000 persons to every car; in China 
there were 6,288, and in Afghanistan 
there were 5,000.

sedan; next comes the two-door 
sedan, and, a long way behind, the 
coupé. Roadsters and touring cars 
have been steadily declining in popu- 
larity, and now they represent only 
03 of the cars in use. A few other 
facts from the book are these :'— 

U.S. motor employés worked an 
average of 44 hours per week in 1939, 
earned an average of 31.2 dollars a 
week, and had the highest 2 pur- 
chasing power on record (purchasing 
power being reckoned by wages against 


cost of living). 


By far the greatest number of auto- 
mobile wörkers was born in the Middle 
West States; most of them were 
married or had dependents; most of 
them were educated at grade schools; 
most of them were over 30 years of 
age, and those with an employment 
record of under five years were more 
numerous than the 5-9 years and 10 
years or over groups. 

Over half the car mileage is used 
on business. In rural areas 64 per 
cent. of the car’s use goes to business 
and 36 per cent. to social and recrea- 
tional activities; in urban areas the 
proportions are 51 per cent. to busi- 


ness and 49 per cent. to recreation and 


social activity.

He makes no attempt 
to forecast the trading conditions that may 
be expected during the current year. but 
gives the assurance that the turnover is 
being fully maintained, and that the com- 
pany is doing all possible to contribute its 
full share to the national effort. The com- 
pany manufactures drop forgings. 


DOMINION ISSUES 


A fairly wide range in the matter of 
return on money invested is provided by 
Colonial and Dominion Government issues, 
especially those that are outside the Trustee 
group, because they are quoted above par.

or 444 per cent. can be expected from New 
South Wales 5 per cent. 1945/’65, and 
South Australian, Tasmania, Victoria, and 
Western Australia 5 per cents., the redemp 
tion dates of the last four betmg 1945/'75 
in each case. 

It is as well to mention that all Aus. 
tralian State issues are an obligation of 
the Commonwealth Government, and that 
the securities just mentioned are not full 
Trustee investments.

FEATURES 
SPURT IN MEXICAN’ 
EAGLE OILS 


There was no improvement in turnover 
on the London Stock markets yesterday, but 
following a very quiet start the atmosphere 
became firmer, largely as a result of activity 
in selected issues such as Mexican Eagie 
Oil. which spurted on the report of a hig 
British purchase of oil, and Conrtaulds, 
which were eventually 1/- np at 30/712. 

The recent advance in British Rails was 
slowed down by the new wages discussion, 
whilst a feature among Colonial Rails was 
continued buying of Canadian Pacific issues, 
and the Common further improved at one 
time to 85g, which compares with a low 
yield in 1939 of 312.

Foreign Bonds gave another disappointing 
performance. 

British Rails experienced a sharp reduc- 
tion in business, but there was little pressure 
to sell. Both Great Western Ord. and 
TL.M.S. Ord. lost 12, the former to 3414 and 
the latter to 1273. Southern issues also 
went hack, but the prior charges were able 
to maintain their recent gains. 

The Industrial market was relieved by 
brisk buying of a number of the leaders, 
and when trading ceased Cable Ord. was 
114 up at 6314. and substantially higher 
levels ruled for “Imps,” Bovril Defd., Br..

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Britain’s Stocktaking 


One of the outstanding virtues of the 
democratic form of government is illus- 
trated by the debate which began yester- 
day in the British House of Commons. In 
Great Britain, as in our own little 
country, the elected representatives of the 
people still have the right to criticise the 
Executive publicly. The rights for which 
men such as Hampden and Wilkes fought 
so strenuously are being preserved even in 
the middle of a world war; and, while 
from certain points of view this un- 
trammelled criticism may be open to 
objection, its value to a free people is so 
great as to transcend all other considera- 
tions. Yesterday’s debate was arranged 
in order to give members of Parliament 
an opportunity to express their views on 


Government. It takes the form of a vote 
of confidence in the Administration, and 
consequently there can be no question of 
an adverse vote; but several speakers 
were sharply critical, and there can be 
no doubt that the debate will do a great 
deal to clear the air. It was opened by 
Mr. Anthony Eden, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, who is the Minister 
mainly responsible for the British Govern- 
ment's action in the Greek campaign. 
Before Germany decided to invade the 
Balkans Mr. Eden and the Chief of the 
Imperial General Staff, Sir John Dill, 
spent some time in various parts of the 
Near East; and it must be presumed that 
it was on their advice that the campaign 
against the Italians in North Africa was 
broken off in order to send British and 
Dominion troops across the Mediterranean 
to help the Greeks. It is quite obvious 
that British strategy was caught on the 
wrong foot in the Mediterranean. General 
Wavell had carried out a series of 
brilliant operations against the Italians 
in Libya, culminating in the capture of 
Benghazi. Many military experts took 
the view that he ought either to have 
stopped his advance in the Bardia region 
and consolidated his position there, or to 
have pursued his policy to its logical con- 
clusion and gone on to Tripoli, putting 
an end to Italy’s military power in North 
Africa. In the event, when Benghazi 
fell, General Wavell was required to send 
troops to Greece, thereby weakening his 
position in Cyrenaica to such an extent 
that German Panzerdirisionen which had 
been ferried across from Sicily were able 
to win back most of the ground that had 
been lost by the Italians, and to expose 
Egypt to a fresh threat of invasion from 
the West. The troops that were sent 
across to Greece were wholly inadequate 
to the demands that were made upon 
them. The entire “British Expeditionary 
Force never exceeded sixty thousand men— 
a force which, even with the valiant 
support of the Greeks, could not expect 
to stand up for long to the tremendous 
machine which the Germans had estab- 
lished in the Balkans. The main criticism 
against the British Government is that it 
allowed itself to fall between two stools— 
that it weakened its forces in North Africa 
to a dangerous degree, while restricting 
its reinforcements to Greece in such a way 
as to ensure a German success in the 
Balkans 

Mr. Eden’s explanation of his Govern- 
ment's attitude was simple. It had done 
its best in all the circumstances. It had 
been under an obligation of honour to 
send help to Greece, and if that obligation 
had not been fulfilled the name of Great 
Britain would have been disgraced for 
ever. The forces at the disposal of the 
British High Command had been limited; 
but everything possible had been done. 
Mr. Eden pointed out that the situation 
in the Balkans had been influenced greatly 
by the policy of Yugoslavia. It was only 
after the Simovitch coup d’état that the 
Yugoslavs had mobilised their army, and 
by that time it already was too late. The 
Germans had completed their military 
dispositions, and Yugoslavia’s fate was 
sealed. Mr. Eden also insisted that there 
had been no repinings and no recrimina- 
tions from the Greeks. They had welcomed 
the British troops with flowers ; they also 
had bade them farewell in the same way. 
He was emphatic in his statenient that 
he and the Chief of the Imperial General 
Staff had been in full agreement with the 
British naval, military and Air Force 
Officers on the spot. There had been no 
difference of opinion between any of them, 
and the decision to go to the assistance 
of the Greeks had been taken unani- 
mously. We have no doubt that, when 
Mr. Churchill comes to wind up the 
debate, he will be able to convince the 
House of Commons that his Government 
had no honourable alternative to the 
course which it adopted last month. The 
question that matters, however, is not 
what already has happened—for the pages 
of history cannot be turned back—but 
what is likely to happen in the Medi- 
terranean and the Middle East. The 
situation at the moment is obscure. In 
Egypt the British seem to be holding their 
own against the German mechanised forces 
which have been operating in the Tobruk 
area. Reinforcements are being sent from 
East Africa, where General Cunningham’s 
army has almost finished its task in 
Abyssinia with the re-entry of Haile 
Selassie into Addis Ababa and the virtual 
collapse of organised resistance by the 
Italians. The campaign in Ethiopia never 
had much strategic importance; but the 
release of British and South African 
troops foi service elsewhere will strengthen 
General Wavell's hand in the Western 
Desert. A further complication has been 
created in Iraq, where fighting is in pro- 
gress between British and native troops. 
Offers of mediation have been made by the 
Turkish and Egyptian Governments, to 
which Mr. Eden yesterday expressed his 
thanks; but he declared that Britain 
must insist on her treaty rights, and 
could enter into no parleys until the 
Iraq troops should have been withdrawn 
from the Habbaniyah area. The position 
in Iraq is bound up intimately with the

America and the Ocean 


Mr. H. L. Stimson, the United States 

Secretary for War, has issued a very clear 
warning to the American people. His 
belief, shared by the other members of 
President Roosevelt’s Government, is that 
the continued independence, if not the 
continued existence, of the United States 
depends upon a British victory in the 
present war. So long, he says, as the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans are ‘‘ under 
our own or friendly control, these broad 
waters constitute an insuperable barrier 
to any armies which may be built up by 
would-be aggressor Governments; but, if 
that friendly control were lost, the oceans 
overnight would become easy channels of 
attack.” For a hundred years the Atlantic 
has been under the control of the British 
Navy, and the United States’ civilisation 
has been built on the asrumption that this 
control: will endure. To-day, in Mr. 
Stimson’s view, there is grave danger 
that the sovereignty of the Atlantic will 
succumb to the “ Axis” Powers, and 
America will find herself confronted with 
a situation of real peril. Herr Hitler 
has declared more than once that he has 
no hostile intentions towards the United 
States, but the United States refuses to 
believe him. According to the Secretary 
for War, the German Reich has been 
“steadily encircling our western world.“ 
German advance agents, he says, are 
busy among the Republics ‘‘to the south 
of the United States, building strategic 
airlines through vital portions of that 
continent, and creeping up towards our 
Panama Canal.“ If the British Navy 
should collapse, the Germans and Italians 
would find themselves within easy distance 
of the United States by air, and ‘‘ adequate 
forces for air and ground defence 
“cannot be created in two years fit to 
meet those of Germany.” The peril from 
the sea, he continued, is not less serious. 
If the “ Axis” should win the war and 
Britain should be occupied, the great 
British shipyards would be turned to the 
business of building for Germany, whose 
capacity for ship-building thereby would 
become six or seven times larger than that 
of the United States. In such circum- 
stances, the American Navy—whose 
tonnage even to-day is smaller than that 
of the “Axis” Powers—would be out- 
numbered hopelessly, and the entire seas 
around America would be bound to fall 
into Axis hands. That prospect 
furnishes the United States with a 
material argument for her programme of 
assistance to Great Britain. 
Mr. Stimson proceeds to point the moral. 
Whereas his country’s army and air force 
are incomplete, its navy, in conjunction 
with the British Navy, can ‘‘ render secure 
all the oceans, north and south, east and 
west, which surround our continent.“ If 
the American Navy’s help is withheld, he 
argues, until the power of the British 
Fleet and nation has been broken, it will 
be of little avail for the defence of the 
Americas; but, if it renders help at 
once, Britain’s prospect of victory, and 
America’s of survival, become rosy. Mr. 
Stimson is only one of several members 
of President Roosevelt’s Government who 
have urged the fullest co-operation between 
the British and American Navies during 
the last week, but nobody else has advo- 
cated it with such ardour. His speech 
amounts, at the least, to a clear call for 
the protection of supplies to England by 
American warships: at the most, to a 
declaration of war upon the German U- 
boats. It is almost impossible to resist 
the conclusion that President Roosevelt is 
sounding American opinion on the subject 
of his country’s participation in the war— 
which, as we believe, automatically would 
follow the use of American warships to 
protect British convoys. He has not yet 
pledged himself to their use: at his latest 
Press conference, indeed, he said that 
there was no immediate intention to guard 
the convoys; but certainly he has given 
his lieutenants every possible opportunity 
to urge the case before the American 
people. It hardly is conceivable that so 
many Ministers should declare themselves 
in favour of the use of American warships 
if the proposal had not the President’s 
sympathy. The risk, of course, cannot be 
undertaken lightly. ‘‘ Axis” diplomacy 
has proved itself of the highest, and 
it is all but certain that, if America is 
induced to take any further measures for 
the assistance of Britain, Japan’s scruples 
will be overcome, and she will be brought 
into the war on the side of her two 
partners. In that event, the United States 
will have plenty of work to do, because, 
just as she cannot afford to let Britain 
lose the command of the Atlantic, so her 
safety decrees that the Japanese shall not 
gain the command of the Pacific. Thus 
far the war has been confined to European 
Powers, nations of the British Empire, 
and one Asiatic State. It would tako a 
bold man to prophesy how much time must 
elapso before the greater part of the 
Americas and the whole waters of Asia 
are involved. 
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Self Help 


For some reason the public seems to 
object to spending money on service in 
restaurants. When, a few years ago, a 
new scheme was introduced whereby the 
patrons of a restaurant could serve them- 
selves by the simple process of selecting 
whatever dishes they wanted to include 
during a tour of the shelves which were 
arranged around the walls, it was welcomed 
as a new order. The scheme certainly did 
much to cut down the cost of dining at 
restaurants; waiters were no longer 
required in such restaurants, but the food 
still had to be prepared. In America a 
new type of restaurant has been opened 
which develops this idea along logical lines 
to almost a communistic conclusion.

They 
seem to be only too pleased to have a 
legitimate excuse to try their hand at 
cooking, and many of them, not content 
merely to boil an egg or fry a few sausages 
for lunch, have included such delicacies as 
omelettes, pancakes and trifle in their 
menus. Whether the idea was suggested 
by the system of communal kitchens 
employed in the Youth Hostels or not it 
is hard to say, but certainly the success 
of the communal cooking in the hostels 
should afford ample proof of the success 
which can be attained under such circum- 
stances.

I was passing up the quays a couple of 
days ago, and I noticed a pile of old 
magazines in one of those second-hand 
furniture shops. Because I was in no 
hurry I went over to examine them, and 
have been congratulating myself ever 
since. 

Buried under a pile of medical journals 
and reports of various commissions, I 
found a copy of “ Lippincott’s Monthly 
Magazine,“ dated July, 1890. It con- 
tained the first publication of Oscar 
Wilde’s “ The Picture of Dorian Grey.” 

I failed to find out where these magazines 
had come from, but in the same pile I 
found a copy of “The Oscar Wilde 
Calendar,’’ with quotation from his works 
and sayings. The inscription on the fly 
leaf tells that this particular copy was 
presented to a friend by Robert Ross, who 
was himself a close friend of Wilde’s. As 
a matter of fact, the compiler of the 
quotations records his gratitude to Mr. 
Ross for his help with regard to the tradi- 
tional sayings of Wilde.

I have quite a pile of old magazines to 
search through still For example, there 
is a copy of The Criterion,“ with 4 
Fragment of Unpublished Work,“ by 
James Joyce, and there is also a copy of 
Cocteau's Cock and Harlequin,“ with 
two monograms, by Picasso. 

In short, I am well pleased, especially 
when I remember that none of my pur- 
chases cost me more than threepence each.

LIFELINE 


Recalling the overthrow of the 
German Republic by the Nazis in 1933, 


Mr. Stimson endorsed Mr. Cordell 
Hull's recent description of Nasi 
methods as those of barbarism. 
Both within and without Germany 


they have set back the clock of time 
more than five centuries. For the pur- 
poses of a scheme of conquest which 
they avowedly intended to be world- 
wide the Nazis had built up in secret 
an immense military machine based on 
the forced labour of Germany. The 
people of thirteen countries had been 
reduced to a condition of semi-slavery 
to Nazi despotism. 


VASSALS 

They had attached to their Axis as 
vassals two other nations dominated 
by the same — ig of military 
conquest—Italy, guilty of unprovoked 
attacks upon Ethiopia, Albania and 
Greece; and Japan, guilty of a similar 
attack upon her neighbour, China. 
By this conquest they have destroyed 
Western civilisation which had been 
slowly building up in Europe ever 
since the dark ages. We are so close 
to these sudden happenings that we 
can hardly yet realise the havoc which 
has thus been wrought both within 
and without the national boundaries 
of that unhappy continent 
„They have left no such thing as 
individual rights of liberty within their 
territory or international rights of in- 
dependence without their territory. Both 
domestic and international Jaw have 
gone down under their blows. For the 
rule of law the Germans have sub- 
stituted the rule of the Gestapo—the 
secret police, under whose malign 
terrorism no vestige of personal freedom 
is gafe. This is the so-called New 
Order we face to-day, It has openly 
announced its hostility to us and our 
order. 


THREAT TO U.S. 

It has been steadily encircling our 
western world. Jts advance agents are 
already busy among the republics to 
the south of us, building strategic air- 
lines through vital portions of that 
continent and creeping up towards our 
Paname Canal. its armed forces are 
threatening West Africa, looking 
towards a has -off place within 
easy reach of the Brazilian coast, Its 
propagandists are already vigorously 
active in our own population. 

Hitler and his military associates, 
seizing their opportunities with un- 
common skill, he said, had taken ad- 
vantage of modern science to develop 
in secret, while other nations slept, a 
mechanised striking force of unprece- 
dented power. They have used every 
method of duplicity and propaganda to 
surprise their victim nations with 
sudden attack. 

“They now arrogantly confront the 
world, including ourselves, with the 


alternative of abject surrender or un. 


compromising forceful resistance. I 
cannot recall that the United States 
throughout its history—even when it 
was small and weak—had yielded to 
such a demand. 


CONTROL THE SEAS 
Mr. Stimson pointed to America’s 
strategic position, separated from 


IN PERIL 


Europe by the Atlantic and from Asia 
by the Pacific, and said: 80 long as 
those oceans are under our own or 
friendly control these broad waters con- 
stitute an insuperable barrier to any 
armies which may be built up by 
would-be aggressor Governments. But 
if that friendly control was lost the 
oceans overnight would become easy 
channels of attack. Development of 
modern air power intensified necessity 
for friendly control of the oceans. 


IF BRITAIN FALLS 


If the British Government should 
fall, either from starvation or from 
attack, the British Fleet, if it sur- 
vived at all, would have no adequate 
base for its continued operations. If 
the British Isles should fall, the great 
shipyards of Britain would pass into 
the hands of the aggressor nations, 
and their maritime shipbuilding capa- 
city thus augmented would become six 
or seven times as large as that of 
America. 

Even to-day its tonnage is exceeded 
by the combined tonnage of the Axis 
Powers, and, with the enormous pre- 
ponderance in building capacity which 
they would then have commanded, the 
entire seas surrounding us would in 
time inevitably pass into their hands. 


THE BLOCKADE 


“The lifeline of Great Britain is 
threatened. The high water mark of 
Nazi effort is at hand, in the shape 
of attack on the shipping which 
furnishes Britain with the means and 
the nourishment to maintain her battle. 
Not only ‘does blockade imperil the 
delivery to Great Britain of the 
munitions we are sending her, but the 
supplies of necessary for her 


population are already becoming 
gradually impaired. 
“If to-day the United States Navy 


should make secure the seas for the 
deliverers of our munitiong to Great 
Britain it will render as great a service 
to our own country ond to the pre 
servation of American freedom ag it 
has ever rendered in all its glorious 
history. Supplementing the efforts of 
the British Navy, it can render secure 
all the oceans north and south, west 
and east, which surround our con- 
tinent. 


AS IN LAST WAR 


Germany's unrestricted submarine 
warfare was not a legal blockade under 
the rules of marine warfare, and had 
never been nised as such by the 
United States,’’ he said. 

It was expressly the violation of 
law and humanity involved in un- 
restricted submarine warfare which in 
1917 caused the President and Congress 
to take up arms in defence of the free- 
dom of the seas. i 

‘To-day Germany was using the 
same illegal means in the American 
Hemisphere. 

Our Government is acting with 
care and prudence, but our own self- 
defence requires that limits should be 
put to lawless aggression on the 


ocean.

He was told that it was lus stock, 
and that they had to get rid of it, He 
paid something about £4 for it, and 
used it for his household. He did not 
know it was stolen. 

Private O'Hara gave evidence that 
he sold to Michael Brennan a 2-cwt. box 
of sugar and 50lb. box of butter, for 
which he got £4. Mr. Brennan was 
military meat contractor at the time. 

Brennan, in evidence, stated that he 
was told the sugar and butter were 
surplus stock.

In the cases against Hehir, Bergin, 
Higgins, and Butler, Private O'Hara 
stated that in June, 1940, he was 
Quartermaster’s clerk. Bergin was 
meat contractor, and Sergeant Butler 
was Company Quartermaster-Sergeant. 
Bergin never gave them more meat 
than appeared on the vouchers, but 
often gave them less, and when witness 
was closing his account at the end of 
September he found they would have 
been entitled to four thousand pounds 
of meat more than they got. 

Witness gave evidence of subsequent 
meetings with Hehir and Bergin, and 
stated that at one of these interviews 
in his own house Hehir gave him £80.
